Anyone who knows
landscaping and gardening, would know that it takes
a lot of time and dedication in keeping grass, flowers
and trees healthy and properly treated.

Ron says, “I take a certain
amount of pride being able to ride through East
Norwalk and see the flowers and grass maintained,
because it makes the community look beautiful.”

The maintenance of these parks is based on the
current season. In the spring and summer, grass is
mowed weekly, flowerbeds are filled with hundreds
of colorful flowers and trees are properly pruned.
When the warm weather comes to an end and the
fall weather is upon us, the parks are cleaned up
from fallen leaves and debris in order to be prepared
for the blanket of snow that will come in the winter.
